REPUDIATE OUR CLAIM 


Washington's Government Officially 
Notifies Whalers that they Need 
Not Longer Recognize Hudson Bay 
as an Inland Sea in the Possession 
of Canada—Canada's Rights Never 
Before Disputed. 


Ottawa.—The Evening Journal says: 
“It is the intention of the United 
States to contest, at the very first op- 
portunity, the claim of Canada that 
Hudson Say is an inland sea to which 
the Dominion of Canada has exclusive 
right, and over which the government 
of this country has complete jurisdic. 
tion and control, 


“For over a year the authorities | 


here have been aware that the time is 
rapidly approaching when Canada wiil 
be called upon to defend her rights to 
that valuable sheet of water or to al- 
low them to be alienated from her. 
“It is probable, of course, when t .at 
time arrives the matter will be dealt 
with by arbitration, but if arbitration 
proceedings are unfruitful the _ques- 


tion will be laid before The Hague! 


tribunal for settlement. 

‘The action taken by the authorities 
at Wasnington to bring about a situ- 
ation whicn woud open up the whole 
question and make of it an interna- 
tional affair, is direct and unmistuk- 
able. The owners and masters of trad. 
ing vessels and whalers wnich pro- 
ceed to these latitudes have been offi- 
cially notitied from Washington that 
they need not recognize Hudson Bay 
any longer us an inland sea in the 
possession of Canada. The method of 
refusal to recognize this would, of 
course, be by declining to pay the 
licenses and other dues demanded by 
tie Canadian government, This is 
suggested by Washington. 

“So far during all the years that 
have gone by no owner of an Ameri- 
can vessel, trading or fishing in these 
waters, has ever ventured to contest 
the rights of Canada to complete jur- 
isdiction over Hudson Bay. Indeed 
the dues have been paid gladly by 
traders if for no other reason than that 
the benefits they derive far outweigh 
the small sums they are allowed 
For instance they are allowed all 


facilities for replenishing their very | 


necessary supplies of fuel from the im- 
mense and valuable coal fields which 
are located northwest of the bay 
Above and beyond this, however, is 
the complete en asd and good rela- 
tionship that exists between the Ca- 
nadian government and its _ officials 
and the traders themselves. The trad- 
ers are engaged in a most lucrative 
business. Their security for the future 
depends very largely on a continuance 
of the pleasant relations. In their 
turn the whalers and traders have 
done many kind and thoughtful acts 
to the Canadian government officials 
and others’in the far north. Therefore 
up till now not one of them has taken

London.—Commenting on_Asquith’s 
measure dealing with the King’s de- 
claration, the Daily Mail says: ‘‘As- 
quith could not have chosen a more 
favorable moment for the bill, Sen- 
sible men of ull parties will welcome 
the new declaration.” 

The Chronicle says: “The bill seems 
likely to be so far non-controversial in 
that the opposition, as such, will not 
be against it. The Government’s 
policy is logical and meets a_ real 
grievance fully, therefore it contains a 
promise of finality.” 

The Daily Graphic congratulates the 
Government on its courage in attempt- 
ing to deal with such a thorny subject 
The comparatively small minority 
voting against the bill gives an inac- 
curate impression of opposition, but 
it is to be hoped that this opposition 
will be concentrated not on the prin- 
ciple of the bill, but on the wording.

There was a longthy discussion as to the measur- 
ing of water and the different methods of measuring it. The proper 
time to irrigate was discussed considerably and the majority of the 
speakers maintained that’ there was only a few days in which grain 
should be irrigated, and that it must not be done either before or after 
that time or the best resulta could not be obtained. The speakers above} 
all other things maintained that the farmer alone should be the judge of 
the proper time to irrigate, and also the amount of water to be used. 
It was argued that as they paid for the water every man should have it

SKETCH OF A GREAT SCHOLAR 


T is only the student of the Vic- 

torian era, its literature, its poli- 

tical history and its social and 

religious mevements who can 

adequately realize how great and 
important a man to the Empire and 
the world at large was the late Prof. 
Goldwin Smith, who for nearly forty 
years made his home in Canada. And, 
as is common in such cases, he,was 
perhaps more fully appreciated 
abroad than in the land of his adop- 
tion. 

Genius and indefatigable study soon 
brought him to the front as a scholar. 
In 1842 he gained the Hertford schol- 
arship for Latin, and in 1845 that 
founded by Dean Ireland for Latin 
and Greek. In the latter year he 

raduated as bachelor of arts, taking 
Brat class honors in classics, and win. 
ning the Chancellor’s prize for Latiu 
verse. He subsequently proceeded to 
the degree of master of arts. Other 
prizes and scholarships that he won 
were: Chancellor’s prize for Latin es 
Bay, 1846, and for the English essay 
1847. In the same year he was honor. 
ed by being elected at the early agi 
of 24 a fellow of University College, 
of which institution he became tutor 
He was also subsequently elected at 
honorary fellow of Oriel College ani 
of University College. In 1847 he was 
called to the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn, 
but never practiced.

His opposition to the Boer war, 80 
he said at a meeting of the Canadian 
Press Association, cost The Weekly 
Sun half of its circulation. He re- 
garded the Boer war as an unjustifi- 
able attack on the independence of 
the Boer republic based upon an un- 
tenable claim of suzerainty. He ayow- 
ed his convictions without flinching 
through all the excitement of the war. 

Many years ago a proposal to con- 
fer an honorary degree of Toronto 
University on Goldwin Smith was de- 
feated because of « prejudice against 
his “continental” opinions. He shrug- 
ged his shoulders and said he suppos- 
ed he would have to be satisfied with 
his Oxford degree. He lived to get 
the honorary degree from Toronto and 
also to be chairman of the university 
commission, which modelled the pres- 
ent constitution of the university, a 
task for which he was especially 
qualified becausé of the experience he 
had sixty years ago on the Oxford 
University Commission, appointed by 
Lord John Russell,

WANTED “COMMERCIAL UNION.” 

The attitude of Mr, Gojawin Smith 
towards Canada and the déstiny of 
Canada was often the subject of an- 
gry debutes, It was an attitude not 
easily defined.

In effect his view was—so far as it 
can be described in effect—that the 
ultimate destiny of Canada was ab 
sorption with the American Union.

Joseph 
Chamberlain, then Colonial Secretary, 
was asked by Lloyd-George to finance 
the journey, but answered that Her 
Majesty’s Government was not in 
the business of paying emigration ex- 
penses. Finally some wealthy Welsh- 
men supplied the necessary funds for | 
those who wanted to come north. In | 
the interval many had changed their 
minds and stayed where they were. 

When in Ottawa on the return trip | 
from their tour, Lloyd-George and 
Rees became very friendly with the | 
Canadian newspaper correspondents. |

A City of Temples. 


Of the many strange buildings and 
temples in the Far East there is none 
more wonderful than the 450 Temples 
of the Law of Mandalay, in Upper 
Burmah, known as the Rutholdaw, 
or “Royal Merit.” 

The group consists of a large cen- 
tral pagoda surrounded by hundreds 
of smaller white temples or shrines. 
They were erected by Ain-shay-min, 
who ascended the throne on the death 
of his brother in 1867, The latter was 
cruelly murdered by his two nephews, 
and it appears that this very much 
affected the new king. Not only did 
he devote his energies to peace, but 
erected this strange group of tem- 
ples, each one of which contains a 
Slab on which is engraved a portion 
of the Buddhist Bible. These holy 
tablets are made of soft alabaster, 
each slab being about the size of a 
large old-fashioned upright tomb- 
stone. On both sides are engraved 
chapters from the Buddhist Scrip- 
tures, Over every slab is erected a 
canopy, surmounted by a_ gilded 
framework of metal with small tinkl- 
ing bells, 

ot only did King Mindoon-min, 
the title which Ain-shay-min took 
when he ascended the throne, erect 
these temples and go preserve the 
Buddhist Bible in stone, but he also 
built a beautiful English church in 
the cupital, to which Queen Victoria

Balloonists In Storm. 


A thunderstorm of exceptional vio- 
lence burst over London the other 
Saturday evening, and in some parta 
of the metropolis was accompanied b 
a heavy fall of snow, a storm of hail, 
and torrential rain.

Good healthy entertainment—wlhether it be music, comedy, 
drama or circus—is just as essential to the mind as food is to the body, 
Lf by imponingan unjust tax you keep away good companies you, at the 
sine time, drive the townspeop'e to go citywards with their money to 
seck that recreation, tor such they will have. and the town becomes the 
loser. There is also the speculater who builds and furnishes a lall, pass 
tases, attendance and caretaking expenses, he, too, is the user, and 
for the suke of a few dollars—who gains. A manager of a travelling 
company has expenses heavy enough, with attendant risks, and can at 
any time ill-afford to be taxed ;  besiues a good show always brin.s 
money into the town, from outlying districts, that wou'd not otherwise 
be spent here. Lastly, what encouragement is there to anyone to buiul 
a suitable hall if the principal source of revenue is to be taxed. By all 
means let a tax be in existence ; but only used to keep away obnoxious 
and undesirable shows. There would be a good investment for the 
Council to contract engagements and cater entertainments to the popu- 


lace of the district. Be first in the field, Municipal Engagement! Eh, 
What, ho! 
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Careers In the Country 


Prof. 8. H. Bailey, in the ** Youth’s Companion,’’ writes a lengthy 
avticle under the heading ‘‘ Careers in the Country,” in which he 
strongly advises the young people of the cities ‘to make their homes in 
the country, The Professor also makes many good suggestions and re- 
marks from vhich we cull the appended: 

“T recently advised an audience of country girls not to accent any 
young man until he had promised to put a water.supply into the house 
an provide an up-to-date sanitary kitchen, If all my young women 
friends accept my advice, Dam sure it will not be long before the entire 
point of view on the building of a country residence, however small and 
simple, will be wholly changed. I make this suggestion in all serious- 
ness, because Tam convinced that it promises the quickest und best solu- 
tion of the problem of providing a comfortable and healthful country 
home. 

the country home will soon have more facilities than all these. It 
will be provided’ with many kinds of small machines and convenience: 
for helping in the ordinary work of the household and the bars, ‘To 
secure these things will not require so much in the outlay of money as 
a quickened imagination that desires them, and a mechanical knack and 
“gumoption’? such as every present day schoolboy ought «to possess, 
Small gasoline engines will be used to do much of the work about the 
house and yards, or the brook will turn a water wheel, or curient wiil 
be supp'ied from electric wires. 

It is particularly important that country people wateh the develop- 
ment of the long transmission lines that are distributing electric power, 
for in some cases it will be possible to provi le step-down outfit® wherey 
power can be secured for communities working together. Aud what is 
probably more important, smaller transmission lines can be developed 
from local water power, if such water-power is saved froin passing into 
the hands of monopolies, 

Many farm: are alrealy anpplied with clectric lights and with small 
power. We hardly realize yet how much the mechanic aud the engineer 
will contrivute to the attractiveness of country houes in the near future, 
Even at the prosont time many of the greatest conveniences can be pro- 

vided as cheaply in tho country as ia the town,
